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CANAL SCHEMES AND BRITISH 
TRADE. 


- 2. . (Daily Press, 17th March.) a 
The Treaty concluded with the United 
States, in. abrogation of the CLayton-BuL- 
wrx Convention, is one which will commend 
itself to most intelligent Englishmen. If, on 
the one hand, it withdrew the-claim of Eng- 
land to interfere actively in the construction, 
on the other it provides that her interests 
shall be carefully guarded, and that the 
Canal shall at all times be open to her ships, 
naval and merchant, without favour or dis- 
erimination, The Government of the United 
Btates has always declared this to be its 
policy with regard to the Canal. It has 
now formally ratified this policy by making 
it the subject of a solemn convention, taking 
the international convention regarding the 
Suez Canal as the model of the new treaty. 
‘That convention has come to be acknow- 
ledged as a part of the common code of 
international law regulating the intercourse of 
civilised nations, and leaves little room open 
for dispute, so that the question under what 
national flag the work may come to be 
actually carried out becomes a matter of 
merely private interest. That the people 
ef the United States should desire that a 
Canal, whose most marked utility is that it 
will connect more closely than before the 
Atlantio and Pacific coasts of the great Re- 
public, is natural enough and indeed isa 
subject of laudable ambition; on the other 
hand, there was no great desire on the part 
of British capitalists to invest in so distant 
and difficult an undertaking, while the poe- 
_ geasion of the Ganal could not but lead to 
international jealousy. From every consi- 
deration it was politic that the construction 
should be left in hands of the most interested 
‘pation, and as that nation was connected 
with our own by the ties, not only of blood, 
but also of a general community of interest, 
the Government, with the approval of the 
_ nation at Jarge, aa soon as the stage for the 
commencement of the work was imminent, 
declared its intention of not permitting the 
clauses of the existing treaty to stand in 
the way of eonstruction. This friendly 
feeling was doubtless strengthened by the 
experience of both nations with regard to 
international control of joint undertakings, 
The joint administration of Samoa, for in- 
stance, was not anexperiment such as the 
‘United States would care to try their hand 
‘ata second time, nor was the Dual Control 
in: Eyypt such an institution as England 
would wish to support again. On the 
whole Lord Sarresury’s Government may 
well be congratulated on the measure. But 
eveii more than this; there is, we believe, a 
general-desire on the part of the nation that 
. the Canal should be taken in hand at as 
early a date as possible, and the United 
States-were certainly in a better momentary 
- position:to-do thisthan England. We have 
spoken £0 recently on the probable effect of 
the scheme on British trade that we need 
scarcely’ ‘repeat our words on the subject ; 
but onthe whole we believe that it will be 
_ an advantage for British trade, and if it in- 
~troduce in certain lines an increased compe- 
:“tition, will in others prove an incentive to 
* our’ powers of production. It is not likely 
‘to provoke such a revolution in the com- 
-.gneree of the world as followed the opening 
- of the- Suez Canal, and yet for all that it, 
will profoundly improve the position of 
. ‘many of our Pacific dependencies, as well as 
‘bring the West Indies. into the direct line 
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wo are most opposed, there is common ele- 
ment and a better -understanding of our 
differences between ourselves and the people 
of the States than prevail between us and 
‘any other nation. It is well to remember 
that it is scarcely more than thirty years 
since the first line of steamers crossed the 
Pacific Ocean; even’ now the lines of steam- 
ers are comparatively few compared with 
those of the other oceans ; but with the open- 
ing of the Canal ancther phase of things is 
certain to arise. The Pacific ia not wanting 
in fertile islands, whoso productions have 
hitherto failed to reach the markets of the 
world, because of the diffieulty of com- 
munication. All this must undergo a 
change with the opening of the new 
passage, and as Great Britain already holds 
in Australian, New Zealand and the Fijis 
the most important and most, productive of 
the Pacific lands, there is already an assured 
opening for her enterprise, But the Trans- 
Isthmian Canal, it is important to recall, ia 
not the only, nor perhaps the most impor- 
tant, enterprise at the moment occupving 
the attention of the Statez, in which Eng- 
lish jaterests are largely concerned By 
her admirable system of ship-canals, Canada 
has hitherte succeeded in diverting to her 
own ports the lion’s share of the enormous 
traffic of the Great Lakes; how great is this 
traffic may be guessed, when we look at 
the statement that during the last year no 
leas than 20,000 vessels of a- capacity of 
22,000,000 tons passed through the Sault 
Ste Marie Cabet from Lake Superior to 
Huron, Seventy-five years ago the United 
States constructed the Erie Canal, leading 
from Albany on the Hudson to Buffalo on 
Lake Erie; and for many yeurs this aufficed 
for the traffic: but with the growth of steam- 
navigation, and the increased advantages 
offered by Cannda, the stream of traffic 
eventually selected the Dominion route. 
The result of this has been that New York 
bas found its export trade seriously ham- 
pered; the Canadian Government has pro- 
vided a through water-way from Superior 
to Montreal with a minimum depth of 14 
feet, while the Erie Canal only affords 

ssage to ordinary barges. Governor 

oosEFELt, of New York, one of the ablest 
Ameriean statesmen of the day, has taken 
the matter in hand, and is promoting the 
construction ofadeep-water canal from Lake 
Brie to the Hudson. The scheme is a 
formidable one—little if anything inferior 
to the Trans-Isthmian project; but in the 
present extension temper of the Btate is 
almost certain to b carried. The distance 
to be traversed is about 360 miles, and the 
differences in level are serious, amounting 
in the present canal to over 600 feet ; and 
the estimated ocat is put down at no less 
than 60,000,000 dollars. ‘The promoters 
openly state that their object’ is, not only 
to make a shorter route fromthe Takes to 
the sea, but to make it entirely through | 
American territory and eventually to turn 
into American routes and American boata, 
the vast trade of the Lakes, which now seeks 
its ocenn outlet by way of the St. Lawrence. 
It is not to be denied that these inton- 
tions are serious, and threaten boldly our 
maritime supremacy. Fortunately trade 
begets trade, and if we lose on one hand, 
there will be doubtless corresponding ad- 
vantages to be gained on the other, if wo 
face the inevitable in a proper spirit. 
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Tho Japavese Press stato that at the request 
of Korea the Japaneso Government has agreed 
to adopt measures to avvid the serious incon- 
reniences brought about by the present condi- 
tion of the ginseng trade. Lt-is now believed 
that the sale of the valuable herb will bo made 
a Government monopoly.

She hns taken stock of the 
craven crowd of intriguers who constitute 
the bureaucracy of China. From them-she 
knows she has nothing to fear; they have 
been so accustomed to be led that they have 
forgotten now to think for themselves ; bé- 
sides, they ure ready to sympathise with her 
in her reactionary policy, more especially 
in her hatred to foreigners and foreign insti- 
tutione, for have they not in their own 
persons felt the bitter sting of the foreiyner, 
who would deprive them of thoge lite per- 


quisites of office which ever since the days 


of the Master himself have ever appertained 
to the holder? The dislike of the foreigner, 
which was at firata mere sentinient, has 
lately grown into an hallucination, which 
haunts the Empress’s waking, and disturbs 
her sleeping hours; and it is sufficient that 
any one of her retinue should have had 
dealings, however innocent, with an out- 
Innder, especially if that outlander be an 
Englishman, to incur her enmity and 
become a marked man, The case of Wana 
Tung-Ho is a marked instance of this pecu- 
linr phase of mind, which shows how unba- 
lanced has become her intcllect.- WxxG 
was the teacher of the.late Emperor, and in 
his day waa known for his conservative pro- 
elivities. He was a man faithful to the 
Chinese ideal of unswerving integrity, and 
was personally attacied to his young charge. 
He reminds usin seme respects of the story of 
Wo K’o-ru, the Censor who displayed his- 
devotion to the young Emperor Tuna-cut 
by eacrificing himself on the Imperial grave, 
in despair of amending the slight cast upon 
the memory of his beloved master in leaving 
him without an Keir. For his devotion to 
Tung-cni’s successor, the still more un- 
fortunate Kwana-tau, Wsxa has had to 
undergo the hate. of the insatiable TzE-Hs1,: . 
and not only he, but all who were In any 
way connected with the unfortunate boy- 
Euperor, It is ove of. the characteristics 
of this Celestial Catherine, that she has 
recontly forbidden the access of any dis- 
agreeable truths, and her craven attend- 
ants, knowing the effects of disobedience, 
lenve her-in ignorance of all that is going - 
on outside the walls of the palace. It is 
robably though this igvorance that’ she 
ba recently been seoking to outrage the 
plainest amenities of international usnge, 
That the fuvourites who flourish in. the 
Palace of the Dowager should cringe under 
the threats ofa woman such as its mistress 
is conceivable; thats man 80 marked by his 
astuteness as Li Husa-cuana should follow, 
shows how utterly incapable of self-help is 
the bureaucracy. of China, The history ‘of 
Macao is not, we ge ono of which the 
colony may be proud, nor 4 
In fie fat with. the Viceroy of the Liang 
Kwang evinced much .of dignity. There » 
are, however, a3 we pointed out when first 
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have its relations 
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the news of the arrest reached us, some 
things which in the fnee of the world a 
Governor of Macao could scarcely do, for 
his own sake and for that of his country, 
‘and one of theseis the surrender of Kine 
Lien-sHan. We must, therefore, await thé 
result of the trial with anxiety. It is, of 
course, ensy to rake up a charge of em- 
bezzlement against every official in the 
empire; if an offleinl fail sutticiently to 
grenge the palms of his superior this is the 
usu] method of compelling him or of 
effecting his ruin.

Kina Lisx-sean’e ac- 
count could doubtless be made to shuw any 
deficiency required, but this would not 
make him au, embezzler according | to 
Chinese or any other Jaw, and this: 
must be as well known to the Governor of 
Macao ns to the man in the street. 
The Eimpress’s designs have not, however, 
been confined to Macau; Shanghai is an- 
other spot which has incurred the peculiar 
dislike of Her Mujesty. There are certain 
little circumstances rankling in the Imperial 
bosom. Shanghai is by no moans desirous 
of undertaking a political rile, nor of being 
dragged into prominence us an Alsatia, It 
does not unfortunately always rest with a 
community to work out its own destiny, and 
Bhanghai is not an exception. The circum- 
atances under which Shanghai is placed from 
the beginning led to its having been en- 
trusted with a considerable share of self- 
government, and the j:lace has grown into 
an important municipality, and is attaining 
a well-carned position amongst the great 
cities of the world, It would be undesery- 


ing of this rank did it fail zealously to guard. 


its privileges in the interest of its inhabi- 
tauts. It has always resisted the claims of 
the government to interfere in its private 
conéerns, or levy taxes ‘within its limits, 
excépt those admitted to be strictly Imperial, 
as the land-tax and customs. For the most 
part these rights have been respected, and 
it fins only been wher some reactionary in- 
dividdal came into office that any opposition 
was displayed; Intely attempts have been 
made ut eucronchment and the Government 
of the Empress Dowager has been seeking 
to gain an opening for interference. No pri- 
vilege has heen more jealously guarded than 
the freedom from arbitrary arrest, and to 
secure this privilege intact no arrest is 
legal without having first obtained the sig- 
nature of the Consul concerned, or of the 
Senior Consul. From day to day the most 
barefuced a tempts are made to set asido 
this salutary regulation, and some “ run- 
ner” of the native officials is caught flagrante 
delicto, in the act of attempting to drag off 
to the native yamens some unfortunate in- 
dividual who has incurred official disappro- 
bation. { nfortunately there is no power 
adequate to punish the delinquent in such 
ti case, who generally, alter a few days de 
teution. is permitved to escape. Lately, un- 
er the influence of Peking, such attempts 

ave been more frequent than ever, and the 

unicipal police have to exercise more vigi- 
lance than ordinarily, As yet no important 
case has occurred, nor have the police been 
able to establish any clear instance of 
political interference. Still the wish is 
evident, and i- 1s only the shurp eve of the 
municij;al authorities which preveats abuses 
ocourring. This is but an instance of the un- 
settled condition of atinirs generally through- 
out the empire; and it is plain that such a 
‘ondition must be fraught with grave dau- 
gers to the State.

CHINA’S TRADE IN 1899.

(Daily Press, 2lat; March.) 
The Keport on the Foreign Trade of Ohina 


for the Year 1899 reached us yesterday, and 


in it Mr. F. E. Tayzor, the Statistical 
Secretary, speiks in a very encouraging 
manner of the state of affnirs. In his 
opening remarks he says: ‘The Foreign 
“trade of China during the year 1899 was 
“characterised by an natoutehing develop- 
“ment, and merchants, both Foreign and 
“ Native, made handsome profits in almost 
“every branch, The political situation, 
“although still unsettled, gave rise to no 
“immediate fears; the Rice crop was 
“ abundant ; the spring weather during the 
“eritieal period for’ the silkworma was 
‘unusually favourable; and, except for a 
“ recrudescence «f piracy on ‘the West 
“ River, there were no disturbances to check 
“trade.” This disgraceful state of the 
West River we in Hongkong are, unfor- 
tunately, only too weil acquainted with, 
and we have been protesting against 
it in vain for yeara. May we hope 
that 1900 will see a genuine attempt 
made to cope with the difficulty ? The West 
River trade is worth the trouble. But, 
in spite of this blot, the year 1899, Mr. 
TaYLOR says, “beat all previous re- 
“cords, and showed an advance with- 
“out precedent. The total trade was 
“valued at Hk. Tls. 460,533,288, a rise of 
“Hk. Tls 91,916,805 on 1898, and more 
“than double the figures for 1890. The in- 
“ternal trade of the country was also un- 
“usually brisk, and the important ehanges 
“which will be brought about by the ex- 
“tension of railways have already been 
“proved. Newchwang and Tientsin have 


“ of plaxrue,

“ sionnires of various other lines, but it is to 
“be hoped these will soon be satisfactorily 
“ arranged, as there is no longer any doubt

Shanghai had to conform itself to 
the ‘altered conditions, and the Foreign 
Settlements hud the task thrown on them of 
introducing order. amongst the motley crew 
who took refuge under their wing, It was 
natural enough that the Chinese refugees 
who took advantage of the shelter should be 
made to pay for the privilege, but as the 
place grew in wealth and importance, and 
the Chinese inhabitants proved themselves 
worthy citizens, the injustice and impolioy of 
placing on them more than their fair share 
of the municipal burdens came to be re- 
cognised, and two years ago the taxes, which 
had hitherto been nssessed on a discriminat- 
ing basis, were finally equalised. To their 
credit the Chinese have frum the beginning 
recognised the -principles of justice which 
underlay this policy, and have in every 
way aided the establishment of good govern- 
ment. But the result has had wider reach-. 
ing congequences, for the Chinese have 
grasped the meaning of the object lesson, 


their own persons of free and honest self- 
government. The contrast, on the one hand, 
of the respect paid to order and justice by 
the municipal government of Shanghai, and, 
on the other, of the corruption of their own 
official life has not failed to strike so practi- 
cal a people as the Chinese ; and Shanghai 
has tor long become the headquarters of all 
that was progressive in the land, while 
lately it has beoome the headquarters . of 
the reform party. In Shanghai was started 
under foreign auspices the first attempt at 
native journalism, The attempt, looked at 
askance at first, soon commended “iteelf to 
the natives who found that free discussion 
could ba permitted without detriment 
to public morals; and it was not long 
in commending itself also to the native 
officials, whe soon sought to turn the new 
weapon to their own uses. They were not 
altogether successful, and soon found that 
to run a paper on other than lines which 
commended themselves to popular views 
was finnucially «failure; so by the force of 
circumstanees the native preas has main- 
tained an attitude of very marked indepen- 
dence, and has. not hesitated to criticise 
from time to time the acts of: the official

“empty expressicn. We get instances of it 
‘daily in the calm attitude in which the 
“English people receive the news from the 
“ Transvaal. . . . 80, inspite ofher serious 
“ preoccupation in South African affairs, Eng- 
“ land doeg not lose sight of the Chinese ques- 
“tion. Unable to contemplate establishing 
‘‘herinfluence, for the present, manu militart, 
“Her Majesty's Government hag taken a 
“ measure which appears as if it should bea 
“preliminary to the future permeation of 
“ China by the British element.’”’? The mea- 
sure referred to is the fifteen months’ resi- 
dence in Peking, for the purpose of learn- 
ing Chinese, which has been accorded to 
otr officialsin Burmah. The French writer 
displays throughout his article an admira- 
tiou for English policy which is a pleasing 
eontrast to the tone usually adopted -by his 
countrymen in their colonial papers. Wo 
have quoted occasionally some of their re- 
marke about England, and we saw the other 
day the sensational pictures of “ English 
outrages,” Boer prisoners chained to guns, 
weunded men forced to march bare-footed, 
and soon. Such language, of course, is 
only to be expeeted, for the Frenoh colonials 
are, practically without exception, members 
of the “Forward” party, the people who 
were ready to go to.war about Fashoda and 
whose policy is more conspicuous for hatred 
of other nations, England for choice, than 
for any real patriotism on behalf of France. 
Fortunately, France is not wholly given 
over to these fanatics, though her 
policy in China is strongly influenced 

y their views, Tke infiltration of French 
agents, whether religious, scientific, or openly 
olitical, into Yunnan and the neighbour- 
ing provinces, is at least sanctioned by the 
home authorities of the Republic. A know- 
ledge of Chinese, such as is aimed at by the 
regulation about our officials in Barmah, 
beeomes daily a more important question, 
and we have no doubt France will be 
spurred to emulation, In the meantime it 
is interesting to note that the French look 
on it asarather serious indication of the 
turn events are taking that, as a writer in 
the Revue des Revues says, English is on the 
road to replacing French in the diplomatic 
intercourse of the Far East; and that the 
recent treaty between China and Mexico wus 
issued in English, not French. We do not 
mention these French comments on the 
growth of Anglo-Saxon influence in order 
to excite feelings of complacency, but rather 
to show the watchfuluess of I'rance over 
her concerns in China—a_ watchfulness 
which it is our duty to imitate.

ABUSING A POSITION OF TRUST. 
Arthur Paul Precheur was oharged that on 


July lst, whilet employed as olork with J. Ull- 
mann snd (o., jewellers, eto., Queen's Road 
Central, hg stole a gold{scarf pin and a diamond 
ring, the property of his employers. The pri- 
soner pleaded guilty. 

The Attorney-General (the Hon. W. Meigh 
Goodman) said he understood there was no desire 
on the part of theproseoution to press hardly ap- 
on the yoang man. No doubt he had committed a 
crime and he had made full confession of his 
orime and exprorsed his surrow that he had com- 
mitted the crime, and the matter would be left in 
his Lordship’s hands. The manager of Ulimann 
and Co. left the colony on the 10th May, of last 
year, and returned on the 8th of the August 
following. During his absenooe the prisoner 
and another man wore left in joint charge 
of the business. When the manager oame 
back he did not notice anything partion- 
lar st first, but in February last. when 
comparing the stock with the books, he found 
that seven rings and a diamond soarf pin were 
missing. There was also one ring whioh he 
did not recognise as part of his stock, und it 
turned out that the prissner had taken the 
diamond out of the pin and worked it, in- 
to a ring to replace the ring he had stolen, 
When this ring was discovered, the prisoner 
was questioned abont the matter and he made 
the confession that he had taken the dia- 
mond out of the scarf pin and worked it 
into a ring. Subsequently he confessed to 
having taken the other rings, and express- 
ed vontrition for what be had done. He 
hoped he would be given another chance, 
aud expressed a wish to work for $1 a month 
until he bad paid off the full value of the articles 
appropriated. The manager, however, thought 
punishment should be inflicted upon the pri- 
soner as a warning to otber men left iu respon- 
sible positions. ° 

His Lordship said—I am sorry to see a re- 
spectable young mun like you iu this position. 
I suppose some temptation brought you into this 
plight and you were not strong enongh to re- 
sist_it. I have regard to what the Attorney- 
General has said on behalf Mr. Ullmann, and I 
think it is kind of him to put it in that way, 
At the same time | have to remember you were 
ion a position of trust and confidence, and you 
have grossly abused that position of truat and 
confidence. The Court must punish you ipa 
way that will show people placed in these posi- 
tions of trust that they cannot abase them in 
that way. But for the Attorney-General's 
remarks I would have imposed a more severe 
sentence. The least I can impose upon yon is. 
that you will undergo imprisonment with hard 
labour for siz months.

THE EXTERMINATION OF RATS. 

The first item on the agenda was “ Adjourned 
cousideration of the question of certain propusad 
methods for the extermi:. ation of rats.” 

Mr. McKie minuted—* Are we actiug up to 
the advice contained in this despatch and its 
enclosure by spending 81.00 a day ouly? If 
we really mean to exterminate rats we should 
take the matter up far more energetically. The 
return should be 300 rats a day and not 300 a 
week,” 

Lieut.-Col. Rvan —“I concur in the remarks 
of Mr. McKie."’’ 


A letter was submitted from the Actiag Col- 


onial Secretary to the effect that His Excel- 
lency the Governor approved of the payment 
of rewards for rats caught for a further pwriod 
of three months. 

A report was also submitted from the Secre- 
tary of the Board to the effect that in accord- 
ance with the C. 3. O. 2.482 of 1899, authority 
was given for the payment of expenditure in- 
curred in exterminating rats, and while tha 
necessary traps, ete, were being prepared a 
further authority for paying two cents a head 
for each rat caught and delivered at the Sanitary 
Board's office was given. Six hundred traps 
wera made in the Gaol and 112 ths. of bird lime 
procured, A start was mide on January 13th. 
Necessary advertisemonts were inserted, and 
up to the 6th February only 33 rats 
were brought to the office, but on this date a 
new mode of payment was made by the [nspec- 
tors of the various health districts receiving the 
rats at the dust carts as they went round and 
paying the money on the spot. From the 6th 
February to date (March 2ud) onder the new sys- 
tein 1,136 rats were paid for. ‘I'he tails of the 
rats were cul off to provent fraud and only 
uomutilated rats paid for. “he rate of rat 
catchiug amounted to about 300 a week. There 
had been supplied to Huropeans and non- 


Chinese on application at the Sanitary 
Board's office 1839 traps, 60 pots of bird 
lime, and 93 lime boards. The Inspector 


at Wanchai had distributed 42 traps to the 
Chinese in that district. He might mention 
incidentally that last year about 1,000 rats 
were caught by men employed by the Board 
within a perio! of about two mouths in the city 
of Victoria. At Tsim Tsat Tsui 15 traps, 
seven Ilb. jars of birds’ lime, and five boards ware 
issued aud J] rats paid for at the Polive Station 
from 13th January to date.

THE CASH OF KING LIEN-SHAN.

A dispatch receieved by members of the Re- 
forth |Party in Shanghai from friends at Macao 
concerning the arrest and trial of King Lien- 
shan,'state that the formal trial was to take 
place'on the 28th of the month at the Barracks, 
when Liu Hsid-hsun was expected to produce 
proofs of the alleged frands. “On the day,” 
says.jthe dispatch, “ Mr. King was provided by 
the Portuguese authorities with a four-bearer 
sedan-chair in which he was carried in 
mandarin style from his place of confine- 
ment to the Court. When he arrived there 
Mr. |King was accosted by high Portuguese 
officials, who told him that be had their sym- 
pathies ; that he would be {treated with every 
courtesy and consideration, and that the au- 
thorities would do their best to obtain his 
relegse. We feel certain that Mr. King and 
the |Party he represents owe all this to the 
generosity of the various foreign newspa- 
pers| of Hongkong and Shanghai, and also 
beca Mrs. Archibald Little, the well- 
known 


President of the Natural Feet

The China Gaeette Peking Correspondent 
writes that on the 4th inst. the Tsung-li Yamen 
received a telogram from the Chinese officia!s in 
Yunnan telling them the British troops (which 
had been reinforced by a couple of hundred men 
from Bhamo) destroyed and burnt the Chinese 
fortresses at Fe-teo, and Pa-nih, on the Burmah- 
Yunnan frontier, aud killed and wounded 
some eight Chinese soldiers. This, the 
telegram added, was in punishment for the 
recent attack upon the British Commissien. 
The Yamen was greatly terrified by the 
news and immediately sont o most bumble 
message to the British Minister, Sir Claude 
Macdonald, begging him to prevent any 
further action by his Government and by 
the troops on the frontier, and said they would 
make every effort to give full redress by China 
for the outrage if the British soldiers were 
restrained. They begged the Minister to use 
his influence to obtain a peaceful settle- 
ment and a calm discussion of and 
investigation into the outrage. Bnt though 
we have not heard what the Minister's reply 
was, it is well known that of late the 
former sympathy and friendly disposition of 
the Minister towards the Chinese Government 
have been quite destroyed ny the constant ac 8 
of treachery and deceit of that Government, aud 
it is not believed that any specious repre- 
sentations and excuses concocted hy the Chi- 
ness officials in the capital will affect the 
British action in Yannan. ‘The relations be- 
tween the Peking officials and the British 
Minister are every day going from bad to worse, 
until it is feared they will reach breaking point, 
and no excuse that. can be put forward by Chiua 
for her manifold sins will avail her.

THE MUBRDRR OF MAJOR KIDDLE 
AND MR. SUTHERLAND. 


— 

At last we have the official slatemont in 
reference to the atrocious murder of Major 
Kiddle and Mr. Sutherland, at Mong-Tum, ou 
the 9th February, by members of the Wa 
tribe, The following report by Mr. G. T. L. 
Litton will read with interest :— 

“Last night Mr. Sutherland proposed to go 
and havea look at the Shan town of Meng 
Tum 7 miles south of this. I consented and 
told General Liu that I thought of goiug. 
No objection was raised, and a N.C.O. with, I 
think, 10 soldiers was sent with us. We started 
at lla.m. Major Kiddle, who detarmind at the 
last moment to come with us and to walk, 
left 20 minutes before us. We caught him up 
about two miles from Meng Tum, and went ou 
together into the town. ‘There is a narrow 
streat about 20 yards long leadiug into a large 
market square. The soldiers preceded us by some 
distance and we saw mo more of them, but the 
N.C.O. kept with us. Qur presence in the mar- 
ket excited no commotion for ten minutes or so, 
when there was a roar ef voices from the three 
or four hundred persons assembled and they all 
rashed to the far end of the market. Stones 
were thrown and arrows fired from cross-bows 
and swords drawn. We three were quite ua- 
armed with the exception of Major Kiddle’s 
shot-gan. We at once retreated up the street, 
where, 1 think, Mr. Sutherland aud Major Kid.tle 
were both hit en the back with stones, and I had 
my shin grazed, Only some $9 people followed 
us outside the town. shouting and throwing 
stones. So far as I could see they were all 
Was Unluckily, our ponies were ahead of us 
and were allowed to go loose by the grooms. 
They galloped on after one of the Burmans, 
who was mounted and fled as hard as his pony's 
legs could go. Major hiddle, Mr. Sutherland 
and mysalf and the ch'ai kuan were left alone. 
Mr. Sutherland was in bad health and faint 
from a blow of a stone, and could not go above 
a foot's pace. I caught my pony abont s 
quarter of a mile out of the town, and tried to 
hoist Mr. Sutherland on to it, bat the animal 
shied and Mr. Sutherlacd slipped off on te the 
ground. While we wero helping him to rise, 
the beast bolted. \We then passed a bit of jun- 
gle and the Was had diminished to about 2). 1 
do not think any of us imagined they tad mnnr- 
derous intent or wanted to de more than drive 
usaway- But, a few yards on, we came to an

open pieco of grass and some moro |/Was came 
up and guns were fired. “Major Kiddle was 
wonnded in the back by a cross-bdw and the 
Chinese N.©.O. was wounded in sevgral places, 
and Mr. Sutherland received o heavy stone in 
the ribs, which complotely disabldd him. I 
should mention that when coming through the 
jungle, I had ssid to Major Kiddie, “If they 
throw any more stones we must jfire.” He 
replied that he would nof fire in any case, [- 
urged him strongly to do so, when He said, “ If 
there is firing to be done you are the person, to 
do it," and gave me his gun. While this was 
going on, we were both aupporting Mr. Suther- 
land along as best we could, and the Chinese 
N.C.O. with great bravery walked beside us 
with a drawn sword keeping off] the Was. 
It is due te him that Major Kiddle and Mr. 
Satherland were not killed sooner. On arriving 
at the grass, Mr. Sutherland, heing completely 
unable to walk, I suddenly heard/a man say 
“ ta." de. “kill,” amd then some 15 gthers; they 
advanced on us with swords. 1 was about to 
fire on the leading man when [ recgived a stone 
in my atomaeh, and anothor whioh/hit mo with 
great force on the jaw. I remember trying to 
keep my feel and staggering some yards, the 
earth and sky going round and rownd. I[ ther 
foll, and lost my senses probably far 30 seconds 
er more. I remembef thinking I fras in camp. 
When I came to, I aaw @ number of Was haok- 
ing at the hoads of Major Kiddle and Mr. 
Sutherland, who wera apparently dead already. I 
heard no cries. Mr. Sutherland wad underneath, 
with Major Kiddle’s body lying across his, I was 
about 25 yards from them, and the gun was en 
the ground near me, and the eh’ai kijen was doing 
his best to keep the Was back. @ne tall Wa 
came out from the group towar(ls me with a 
sword. [ reached for the gum and shot 
him in the stomach. He reeled| back, and I 
staggered to my feet. The Was geem to have 
made no further attempt to attack mo, as they 
were busy with the bod:es of| those they 
had already slain. I have a faint recollection 
staggering aleng the road with the N.C.O. 
and finally reaching tho signalling camp, 34 
miles from here, but everything that happened 
between the time I was wounded and the time 
I reached the Sikhais very blurred and con- 
fused in my mind Flowever, I*put it down, to 
tha best of my ability.” 

{Major Saunders with tho d¢tachmentére- 
turned to Mengka from Meng [fum at mid- 
day, bringing the bodies, Arrangement for 
burial on aknoll, with pagoda on it; north of 
the village, were made immediately, and the 
bnrial took place at four o'clock . :

new Hongkong Bank building at Peking is on 
fire and is expected to be a total loss. Every- 
thing in the office has been saved, incladiog

This news was received by| us from the 
Shanghai branch of tho Bank, 6 nd wo learn that 
a later telegram announced that the building 
was completely gutted, all the books, documents, 
cash, etc. being saved. By thd kindness of the 
manager of the Imperial Bok of China, the 
business of the Bank is b ing temporarily 
carried on there, two mombors pf tho Tientsin 
staff having gone up to. Peking to assist Mr. 
‘weed. Mr. Hillior, the matlager, has. goue 
rome on leave, and Mrs, Hilljer and her two 
children are fortunately in |Shanghai, Mr. 
Bront, the other member of tho Pekiug staff, 
arrjved at Shanghai on leave pn ‘I'uesday, and 
is returning this morning, with; Mr. Stabb, of 
the Shanghai office. {t is presumed that Mr.

HONGKONG VULUNTAER CORPS. 


ANNUAL INSPECTION, 

On Wednesday afternoon the annua! iaspection 
of the Hongkong Volunteer Corps was made by 
H.E. Major-Genoral Gascoigne, C M.G., who 
was accompanied by H.E.the Governor (Sir 
Henry Blake, G.C.M.G.,) the Hou.

The Hon. R D. Ormsby (Director of Pub- 
lie Works) occupied the chair. In his opening 
reniarks he gaid he felt it an honour and a 
pleasure also to ho asked to take the chair 
that eveniug when his friend Consul Volpi- 
colli was going to lecture on a subject which 
was of inmense interest to all of them, In these 
days everybody who could travel travelled. 
Times had changed very much iu thatway. Faci 
lities of travel wore very much greater than 
they were 20 years ago, andthe necessity for 
travelling had become so much greater. That be- 
ing the case a description of a new route by which 
to prooeed from the Fur East to Earope must 
be of vory great interest to them all, not only 
the desoription such as one could readin books on 
the subject of Siberia and the Siberian Railway, 
but the personal recollections of one who had 
travelled by that line. He had heard it said 
that the average man knew very little about 
Siberia. They probably knew more about 
Central Africa and of such places as Zanda 
than of the great cities which had grown up in 
the centre of Siberia. He believed that before 
long people would, in thinking of a visit to 
Europe, not only have, as they new had, the 
choice of two or three steamcr routes, but also 
the possibility of travelling by that great rail- 
way, In fact he believed there was at least one 
person at presentin Hofgkong who would, before 
long, proceed home thiongh Siberia, and to him 
no doubt the lecture /would prove of especial 
interest. 

Consul VourrceLif then delivered his leo- 
ture, which was illustfated by a large map per- 
pared by the Hou. R. D. Ormsby. It was in 
1897 that the Consul made his journey across 
Russia, leaving Shanghai on the 3rd of Jaly. 
He gave graphic descriptions of the places 
visited by him, including Vladivostock, Kha- 
barofék, Blagovieschensk, Mitrofanova, Chita, 
Irkutsk and other places. In conclusion he said 
that this great railway was a very important 
andertaking, and to gjve them an idea of the 
importance of the line he Yould give them a few 
figures. The railway was generally considered 
amilitarylino’ Tho general idea was that it was 
set-off to the Japanese flect. The Japanese built 
& fivet and the Nussians built a railway. But 
he thought that that was not altogether the oase. 
They must consider that Sibaria was divided 


~imto threa sones—a zone which could be culti- 


This 
railway line rau (hrough the zone fit for culti- 
vation in western Siberia there was a moun- 
tainous region ten times the size of Switzerland, 
and a sone fit for cultivation almost as large as 
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Germany. And then there was the forest zone 
and the polar zone. [f they want to eastern Siberia 
they had another zone fit fur cultivation which 
was almost as large ag Gerinany. Altogether in 
this aone fit for cultivation thay had an area 
abeut three times that of Germany. Considering 
that Germany could support a population of 50 
millions, they could easily admit that a hundred 
millions could live there, because they had besides 
the forest zone, which was about eleven times 
the size of Germany, aud though this forest 
zone seanied at. present to be considered anin- 
habitable, the Russians said very juatly 
that at the time of Tacitus Germany was 
supposed to be unfit for habitation for a 
similar reason. All this country was to 
be opened up by this railway and that was 
where. the real importance of the railway 
came iu. ‘The Russians were taking care to 
provide the people to cultivate these vast tracts 
of land. To facilitate this railway rates were 
very cheap, peoply being able to travel 6,000 
miles for the equivalent to $8. 

-A hearty vote of thanks to Consul Volbpicelli 
for his interesting leoture conoluded the pro- 
ceedings. .

“THE GEISHA” AT THE CITY HALL. 


Not many “ Japanese" plays have been seen 
on the English etage, and the few that hare as 
a rale make no pretensions to be realistio. 
There was that delightful burlesque-opera “ ‘The 
Mikado,” in’which, of eourse, the local colour 
was taken from a fan-and-pottery Japan; The 
Geisha”; aud later “The Moonlight Blossom,” 
which did lay some claim to actuality, though 
it only ended in being unconvincing and was 
saved by the beauty of its mounting under Mr, 
Forbes Robertson's supervisisn, Apart from 
these we can recall no Japanese play—and only 
two Chinese, one a dramatic gem—“ The Cat and 
the Cherub,” by C. B, Fernald—and the other 
the musical mmedy “San Toy,” still raoniuy in 
London. Now “'T'he Geisha” does not claim to 
be a picture of Japauese life, while, on the other 
hand, it is not of “‘The Mikado” school. It is 
ouly theordinary musical comedy withits scenery 
and voluar {aken from the man-in-the-street's 
conception of Japan. But the music being 
light and tuneful aud the libretto of fair merit, 
‘“l'he Geisha” made itself a popular favourite 
in a skort time, uod its popularity continues 
out of London. Having seen it last in what 
Robert Louis Stevenson calis “the city of en- 
sounters, the Mecca of the West—or, to be 
more precise, the northern pavement of Leices- 
ter <quare,” we ave glad to be able to welcome 
a Geisha” again in another quarter of the 
world, 


Yoa well- filled on Thursday evening the Dullas 
Musical and Dramatic Company gave a fourth 
performauce of * ‘The Geisha" The piece went 
exceediugly well, aud the company were wel 
eutilled to the repeated plandits of the au- 
dience, The musical portion of the play was 
much better reudered than on the opening 
night, the band and vocalists working more in 
unison, On witnessing the performance of the 
Dallas Company it can be gasily realised 


why ‘“ The Geisha” was so successful at 
home. ‘Tbe music is bright and some of the 
solos, ‘ Chinchiu Chinaman,” “ Polly winked 


bis eye” ‘Star of my Soul” and © Jack’s the 
Boy," are already well-kuown {o those who have 
not witnessed the comedy and are of abiding 
pepularity. : 

As Wun-hi, Mr. Dallas was the comedian of the 
evening, and though the descent from his fine 
representation ia “The Sign of the Cross” 
to that of the pdértrayal of the wily Chinese 
proprietor of the Ten Huse, in “ The Geisha” 
may not be pleasing yet one is compelled to 
admire his wonderful dramatio versatility.. Mr. 
Dallas had a good part, and he made the most of 
it, his former visit to Chios enabling him to do 
justide to his lines, bis flow of “ pidgin English” 
being extensive aud evtertaining, it was 
pleasing to notice that to Mr. J. 3. Ferrell was 
assigned a leading prrt, he representing the 
Marquis Imari, * Dad's” parformance (he is 
better kuown by that cognomen amongst dramatio 
and Prese circles in the east than any other) 
was one of the best in the play, and was a charac- 
ter which no other member of the company could

CANTON. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
- Canton, 19th March. 

H.K. the Viceroy Li Hung-chang has re- 
ceived a telegram from Peking informing him 
that the Emperor has been pleased to confer on 
him the honour of the Imperial Double Dragon— 
® special insiguia to be worn on his coat. Such 
a distinction only an Emperor or a member of 
Imperial family Is entitled to wear. Upon re- 
ceipt of the news all the mandarins to went tho 
Viceregal Yamen to pay their respects and offer 
congratulations. 

Since he come to Canton to be Viweroy 
H.E. Li Hung-chang has certainly shown 
himself very energetic, and in all eases brought 
to his notice he has been prompt to deal with 
the offenders. Ho keeps the officials busy all 
the time. and the least faults have been severely 
reprimanded. The notorious pirate chiefs. Au 
San, Fo Tsan Hoi and others are so afra'd of him 
that they keep in hiding in the mountain fast- 
ness. The Cantonese, indeed, begin to like him 
asa man of great experience and sound judg- 
ment. He has done a great deal and is oxpec- 
ted to do more to replenish the Imperial coffors. 
He knows European manuers, and is said by 
the natives here to be one of the best Vicoroys 
that ever came to Canton. 

Feng Sui iv a thing that uo one can trace its 
origin, but it gives rise to many sroubles and 
clan fights, and its votaries are so blind in the 
belief of its efficacy as to spend vory often their 
entire fortune and sacrifice lives simply to 
gratify their superstitious whims. Ia the 
village ef Kwan Suk, Chinehao district, the 
two clans Chan and Wong have never lived 
well together. In the fields of Wong there is 
a road close upon a tomb of the Chan elan. 
The other day as some farmers of the Wong 
clam were digging at the ficlds they eut away 
the road and little by little heaped the earth upon 
the tomb of Chan. The Chan clan attributed 
their misfortunes and il]-success in their literary | 
examination and in business matters to thia 
disturbance of their tomb and wont to remon- 
strate with the Wong clan, asking Wong to 
make the road properly and repair the tomb. 
This Wong refused todo. From words they 
came to blows. Eventually each party got to- 
gether several hundred persons armed with 
rifles, spears, and swords, and fought a pitched 
battle, four or five persons being killed and 

many wounded. Finally the magistrate of the 
distriet had to send soldiers to suppress tho dis- 
turbance, The elders and chief villagers came

‘| forward, and tried to bring about an amicable 


settlement, but in vain, Upon this matter being 
reported to the Viceroy he ordered the elders 
of the village to produce the ringleaders for | 
trial and punishment. ee 

{n the Hast ef Canton, these are three forts, 
named Chung Lao, Ting Kung, and Sui Un, 
erected for the protection of Canton. During 
last year in the time of the Iate Vieoroy Tan, 
when most ef the native troops were disbanded, 
and the expenses for fortifications, eto., were 
curtailed, these forts were very mueh neglected. 
H.E. Li ordered the same to be properly repair. 
ed and increased the number of soldiers to look 
after thom, and soldiers are to be regularly drill- 
ed ander Commandant Lao. Further, all the 
guard-boate in Canton are being repaired. 

In the days when Fantan was carried on 
under the secret protection of the gentry of 
the neighbourhood, they used to receive so mati 
dollars a day as hush-monoey; now, as the gam. 
bling is licensed by the Government, they give 
the gambling houses a lot of trouble, In the 
south and western part of the Samshui district 
the elders, gentry, and others who were acous- 
tomed. to receive bribe as usual gathered to- 
gether to the number of over one hundred 
persons, went to smash up the gambling houses 
and insisted upon closing them, 


Canton, 20th March, 

On-the 17th inst, a steam launch started from 
Canton for the district of Kunshao, having in 
tow a passenger-boat, in which a Californian 
merchant was one of the passengers for the fes- 
tival of the dead. Among the passengers were 
seven pirates, dressed in uniforms of the Fat- 
shan regiment. When the launch reached the 
river Sheak Pik in Sam Sui the pirates began 
their work of plunder, takiag out their revol- 
vers and pointing them at the captain and orew 
to scare them, They then ransacked the luggage 
of all passengers and took all worth taking. 
When they came to the turn of the Californian 
merchant they foand a cheque for $1,0U@, made 
payable to order. They tried to foroe him to en- 
dorse it, which he refused to do, During this 
altercation the merchant got a chance of run- 
ning across the steam launoh and hoisting the 
flag of distress. I[t so happened at that time 
that the Cu-tom’s launeh “Foo Mun” wag 
steaming past; she stopped her engined, and her 
orew lost no time in boarding the boat and ar- 
resting the pirates. Stowing them ints the 
hold of the boat they nailed up the hateh and 
took them in tow to Cauton. On arrival at the 
custom’s jetty it was reported to the Commis. 
sioner, who ordered the guards of oustoms and 
those of Shameen, amounting to over one hun. 
dred men, to go and take the prisoners; but none 
of them dared to do so, for fear of the fire-arms 
of the pirates, At last a fow brave foréiga 
customs employdes offered to venture into the 
hold. On breaking open the cover they jum 
into it and found that out of seven pirates four 
had escaped by broaking a hole in the side and 
had swum away. The eaptors took hold of the 
remaining .men by the qnones, pulled them Ap 
and led them away as quiet as lambs to te 
great admiration of the crowd, end handed them 
over to the anthorities. ,

Macao, 19th March. 
Thore is not tho slightest doubt that either 


‘the Chinese in the interior are preparing for 


a great revolution or else the pirates are increas s 
ing greatly in numbers. This is plain from the 
way things are going on inthis colony. During 
the last year no less than twenty thousand 
Mausor rifles and a great quantity of ammuni- 
tion and other war material were taken from 
this place inland. Then only a few days ago a 
German steamer came in with six thousand rifles, 
and « large stock of powder and ammunition, 
and it is sai that all the arms have been sold. 
Great smuggling operations, t'erefore, must 
be going on at present. And yot itis the daty 
of our Government to see whither these arms are 
going and into whose hands they will fall. If 
disturbances break ont we shall be the suffer. 
ers, especially as we have no force sufficient to 
face any sudden revolution. It is said that our 
Government is monthly requesting the authori- 
ties at Hongkong to allow exportation of arma 
in considerable quantities from Hongkong to 
Macao, $o what end? To whom are these arms 
to be consigned ? Lf is time for the Government 
to look at things seriously and to prevent any 
future mischief. 

Itisnotonly the desireof the Chinese Govern- 
ment not to let the population arm themselves, 


_ but also of the European powers, so that it is 


hard to see why our Goveromeut is xo supine 
inthe matter Almost daily cases of piracy are 
reported, and day and night alike the bands 
rob right and left, What is the meaning of all 
this? The reply is ease to discover—Because 
they are well-armed and fear no foe. After 
the authorities have allowed so many arms to 
pass into China, it may now be too late to take 
them out again. But there is yet time to put 
a stop to this scandal. No doubt in every coun- 
try there is a business in arms, but not on such 
a great scale and with sucha future. I believe 
it is the duty of the Government of the Colony 
where such great business is going on {o infer- 
fere and to know where those arms are taken. 
If the purpose is a loyal one the British Govern- 
ment will not be se sorupulous as not to let the 
arms get out from the Colony of Hongkong. 
Here everything “takes at ease don't care" who 
buys them and where they are taken. It is im- 
possible to believe, but it is true that since last 
year up to now twenty thousacd or moro rifles, 
ete., have been sold in this Colony and yet the 
Goverament did uot direct attention to the 
matter. 

King Lieu Shan’s case is in the same condition 
as before and he is still at Monte Fort. It ia suid 
that the prinvipal part of the case will take placo 
at Shanghai and after that an adjournment will 
be made to our court fot the verdiot. Much 
offivial correspondence has been passing about 
the matter, and witnesses ara being hunted up to 
prove that King took the money which he is 
alleged to have taken from the Telegraph Com- 


pany.

Instead of going fo Sorsogon or some ‘ef the 
near ports and telling of the disaster, the 
ship's officers apparently seem to have gone 
off their heads, for they came on to Manila 
Without a stop. It is a good two days’ trip and 
there is no telling what has beoome of the little 
detashment in the meantime. As soon as thea 
news was reported at headquarters, Goneral 
Otis telegraphed to the gommander of the dis- 
triet ordering immediate reinforcements to pre- 
ceed to Gubat. 3 

Jnat such affuirs as this one have been daily 
expected in many of the little garrisons whose 
duty it is to keep the peice in large and uvpa- 
cified districts. ‘The capture of one or twe 
garrisons, no mattter how smail thoy may be, 
would hea splendid atroke for ‘:.8 insurgents 
and tha result wou'd be far reaching. lo 
spite of this, affairs ;have come to a pars 
where the strength of the insurgonts is laughed 
at and underestimated, while that of the Ain- 
ericans is very much exaggerated. Now and 
then numbers will tell, even though the bravest 
oppose them. 

FREB STATE FOR JALO. 

In view of the serieus conditions that exi 
among the people of the Sulu Archipelago, free 
trade has teen gramted to the port of Jalo, to 
remain in force until December 3}st of this 
year. Itis expected that this change will re- 
lieve mach of the present difloulty.

THE STORY OF GUBAT. 


When reinforcements arrived at Gubat, where 
the American garrison was reported to have 
been sevetoly attacked, they found the troops 
occupying the convent and controlling the wa- 
ter front, ‘Che insurrectos and a semi-organized 
mob of balomen held the suburbs but did vot 
venture into the centre of the town. ‘The ro- 
ports brought up by the passengers aud officers 
of the steamer Juno appear to have been very 
mach exaggerated. but th:t there wns caage for 
foar was shown by the hundreds of Chinese and 
natives who crowded aboard the steamer. 

After the Americans came, the people sat pro- 
perties on firo and also soveral buildings in the 
vicinity. The troops immediately turned out to 
suppress tho disturbance, and tho bursting of the 
bamboos played a lively second to the cracking 

of the riflos. A large portion of the population 
made all haste to get aboard the Juno, which 
was at anchor 10 the harbour, and as the Ameri- 
can commander could not tell this stage of the 
the game what sort of an attack was in 1 ro- 
gress, he asked for reinforcements. With these 
hasty details, somewhat embellished by repati- 
tion duri:.g the two days’ trip to Manils, the 
Juno's captain entertained the Captain of the 
Port at Manila. In the meantime the Gubat 
fires had spread and smoke and noisé attracted 
a crowd of insurrectos and balomen who were 
lurking iu the vicinity. Trouble ensned, in 
wi.ich several of the natives were laid up for re- 
p:ire, but no casualties occurred among the 
Americans Since reinforcements have been sent 
‘down, the simple folk of Gubat are very anxious 
to return and find ont what things are left to 
them; so the first ship that sails for that port 
| will very probably be as crowded as the last that 
left it.
